It  gives  us  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  great  pleasure  to 
present  our  report  on  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  of  1971* 

Reorganisation  of  the  Health  Services  will  in  the  near  future 
be  implemented;  this  will  unify  the  present  tripartite  system 
comprising  the  Local  Authority  Health  Services,  Hospital  Services,  and 
Executive  Council  Services,  under  one  Area  Health  Authority.  The 
date  of  implementation  is  April  1st  197^  simultaneously  with 
Reoganisation  of  Local  Government.  The  success  of  these  new  author- 
ities will  depend  on  the  preparation,  enthusiasm  and  diligence  of  all 
concerned  no w and  after  April,  197^* 

The  Social  Services  Act  1970  was  implemented  in  April,  1971  and 
brought  social  care  of  the  deprived  child,  the  adult  handicapped 
(both  mentally  and  physically)  and  the  elderly  under  the  new 
Social  Services  Department  of  the  County  Council.  Thus  this  new 
department  has  taken  over  the  functions  of  the  Children's  and  Welfare 
Departments  of  the  County  Council  in  toto  and  also  certain  functions 
of  the  County  Health  Department,  namely  the  Home  Help  and  Mental 
Welfare  Services. 


We  wish  to  thank  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  all  Members  of  the  Council 
for  your  help  and  guidance.  We  also  thank  the  Clerk  to  the  Council, 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  other  officers  for  their  assistance 
and  support.

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There  were  39  deaths  during  the  year  compared  with  47  in  1970;  a 
17%  decrease  in  total  deaths.  The  crude  death  rate  was  l4.4  per  1,000 
population  which  after  adjustment  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of 
the  population  gives  a corrected  death  rate  of  11.3  compared  with  14.2 
for  1970  and  11.6  for  England  and  Wales.  Thus  the  corrected  death  rate 
is  now  slightly  less  than  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths  in  persons  over  75  years  of  age,  accounted  for  52%  (21)  of 
the  total  deaths. 


21  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  Circulation,  this 
is  over  half  (52%)  of  the  total  deaths.  Cerebrovascular  disease  caused 
9 deaths  and  with  ischaemic  heart  disease  (which  also  caused  9 deaths) 
was  the  most  important  cause  of  death. 

Diseases  associated  with  cigarette  smoking,  namely  ischaemic  heart 
disease  (9)?  cancer  of  the  lung  (l)  and,  chronic  bronchitis  and 
emphysema  (3)  caused  a total  of  13  deaths,  this  is  3 fewer  deaths  than 
in  1970 • However,  these  diseases  have  caused  a third  of  the  total 
deaths  and  it  is  hoped  that  a further  reduction  in  deaths  from  these 
diseases  will  occur  in  future  years. 

Malignant  diseases  (cancer)  caused  5 deaths  (2  fewer  than  in 
1970)  and  all  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age. 


Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  caused  one  death  in  an  elderly  man. 
There  were  3 deaths  due  to  pneumonia  all  of  which  were  in  elderly 
ladies  over  the  age  of  75  years. 

Maternal  Mortality 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred,  giving  a maternal  mortality  of  nil. 
Pori-natal  and  Infant  deaths. 


There  were  no  peri-natal  nor  infant  deaths  during  1971  giving  a 
peri-natal  mortality  of  nil  per  1,000  total  births  compared  with  22 
for  England  and  Wales  and  also  an  infant  mortality  of  nil  per  1,000 
live  births  compared  with  29  for  1970  and  18  for  England  and  Wales. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  a complete  absence  of 
still-births,  infant  deaths  and  maternal  deaths.

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  105  compared 
with  88  the  previous  year.  All  but  5 of  "the  cases  of  notified 
infectious  diseases  were  Measles. 


A measles  epidemic  was  prevalent  in  the  area  during  the  first  3 
months  of  the  year  and  100  cases  were  notified.  The  vast  majority  of 
cases  were  in  children  from  the  age  of  one  year  and  8 years. 

Three  sporadic  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning,  infective  jaundice 
nor  other  enterically  transmitted  diseases. 

Two  cases  of  Scarlet  fever  in  young  children  were  notified 
during  the  year.

The  number  of  children  completing  primary  courses  of  immunisation 
agaist  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  are 
highly  satisfactory  and  this  degree  of  immunity  will  ensure  that  no 
outbreaks  of  these  diseases  will  occur.  The  number  of  children 
receiving  smallpox  vaccination  is  much  lower  and  routine  smallpox 
vaccination  of  infants  is  no  longer  considred  necessary,  because  of 
the  declining  world  incidence  of  this  disease.  Smallpox  is  still 
present  in  certain  countries  in  Asia  and  South  America  and  the 
eradication  of  the  disease  in  Asia  received  a major  setback  with 
the  outbreak  of  war  in  Bangladesh. 

The  number  of  children  receiving  protection  against  measles  is 
very  low  and  whilst  the  level  of  immunity  is  so  low  outbreaks  of  this 
disease  will  continue  to  occur.  Measles  is  not  as  serious  as  the 
afor  mentioned  diseases  but  is  an  unpleasant  illness  which  causes 
much  misery  and  causes  complications  such  as  pneumonia,  ear  infection, 
and  encephalitis  (inflamation  of  the  brain).  It  is  no  longer 
necessary  for  any  child  to  be  exposed  to  the  risk  of  these  complications 
when  a highly  effective  vaccine  is  available. 

Towards  the  end  of  1970  a vaccine  became  available  for  protection 
against  Rubella  (German  Measles).  Rubella  is  a trivial  illness  in 
children  but  when  infection  occurs  during  pregnancy  it  can  have 
tragic  consequences  on  the  unborn  child  causing  blindness,  deafness, 
mental  retardation  or  heart  disease,  or  indeed  all  four'  in  some 
cases.  Protection  against  this  disease  is  available  for  all  girls 
from  the  age  of  11  years,  to  eliminate  the  risk  of  their  contracting 
the  disease  during  their  later  child  bearing  years.  It  is  offered 
to  all  girls  irrespective  of  whether  they  have  had  German  Measles  as 
positive  diagnosis  of  this  disease  is  frequently  difficult.  The 
vaccine  is  also  available  for  women  in  the  childbearing  years  but 
it  is  necessary  to  ensure  that  they  are  not  pregnant,  as  it  is  not 
known  whether  or  not  the  vaccine  will  affect  the  unborn  child  in  a 
similar  manner  to  the  natural  disease.  This  proceedure  introduces  a 
new  concept  in  protection  against  infectious  disease  in  that  it  is  given 
not  for  the  benefit  of  the  individual  but  for  the  protection  of  the  next 
generation.

Those  found  to  be  positive  are  followed  up  by  examination  and 
x-rays  at  a chest  clinic.  Contacts  are  also  called  up  for  examination. 
The  13  positive  reactors  demonstrate  the  continuing  presence  of 
tubercle  or  closely  related  bacilli  in  the  environment.

CARE  OF  AGED. 

No  action  was  required  to  be  taken  under  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act. 


The  Urban  District  is  served  b;y  Sewage  Disposal  Works  situated 
at  Plas-yn-Dre,  constructed  in  1968.  The  estimated  total  quantity 
of  crude  sewage  treated  at  the  Works  is  120,000  gallons  per  day  dry 
weather  flow. 

The  Works  consist  of  a mechanically  operated  raked  screen,  two 
upward  flow  sedimentation  tanks,  two  rotary  filters,  two  humus  tanks, 
fifteen  sludge  drying  beds,  fixed  and  moveable  mechanical  conveyors 
for  removal  of  sludge. 

Samples  of  sewage  effluent  taken  by  the  Gwynedd  River  Authority 
during  the  year  were  reported  as  satisfactory.  Occasional  complaints 
of  smell  emanating  from  the  ’Works  during  not  weather  were  dealt  with 
by  hand  spraying  of  sludge  with  special  deodorant  and  injection  of  the 
deodorant  is  also  normally  carried  out  at  four  points  in  the  system. 

The  cost  of  the  deodorant  is  £150  per  annum. 

There  is  also  a Pumping  Station  serving  the  Betws  and  Nebo  Road 
area,  which  pumps  sewage  to  the  main  sewer  near  Conway  Terrace. 

'WATER  SUPPLY 

The  following  information  has  been  received  from  the  'West 
Denbighshire  and  West  Flintshire  'Water  Board.  Water  is  obtained  from 
Crafnant  Lake  in  Caernarvonshire  and  Llyn  Conwy  in  Denbighshire.  It 
is  cliolorinated  both  at  Cae  Crwn,  Crafnant,  Trefriw,  and  at  Llyn  Conwy, 
and  has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year  both  in  quantity  and  quality. 

All  houses  in  the  town  are  now  connected  to  the  water  mains,  except 
for  two  or  three  farms  and  dwellings.  These  premises  have  private 
supplies  from  springs  or  wells. 


*********************** 
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21  new  water  connections  were  made  during  the  year.  These  include 
18  connections  for  the  new  Glanrafon  Flats  and  the  remaining  3 were 
private  connections,  most  of  which  were  in  Maes  ilawr  and  Y Berllan 
Estates.

No  sample  of  water  was  submitted  for  chemical  analysis. 

A new  service  reservoir  is  being  built  at  Melin  Y Coed  and  supplied  from 
Llyn  Conwy.  Approximately  two  thirds  of  the  work  has  been  completed. 

Work  is  also  in  progress  on  the  8’*  and  6:I  water  mains  from  the  trunk 
main  from  the  lake. 


SCAVENGING  AND  REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  one  Karrier 
Bantam  low  loading  metal  covered  vehicle.  All  premises  received  a 
weekly  collection. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Plas-Yn-Dre  fields,  and  controlled 
by  depositing  layers  of  soil  on  the  tip  surface.  This  work  is  done 
approximately  every  three  days  with  an  agricultural  type  tractor 
fitted  with  a loading  shovel. 

Old  motor  vehicles  from  within  the  urban  area  are  accepted  free 
of  charge  at  the  tip,  also  trade  and  domestic  refuse. 

The  total  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  amounted  to 
£5 » l80  for  the  financial  year  ending  March  31st  1971* 

THE  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 


Food  hygien  • (General)  Regulations  i960. 

Inspection  of  food  premises  is  regularly  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  the  above  regulations.  Most  premises  are  kept  reasonably  clean 
and  satisfactory.

Of  the  eight  samples  of  milk  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst,  only 
one  received  an  adverse  report.  This  sample  was  found  to  be  adulterated 
due  to  the  presence  of  antibiotics.  The  amount  of  penicillium  was  of 
the  order  0.3  international  units  per  millilitre.  This  was  regarded  as 
a very  serious  issue  and  the  producer  concerned  has  been  prosecuted  and 
convicted.  Of  the  samples  submitted,  five  other  milks  were  tested  for 
the  presence  of  antibiotics  with  a negative  result  in  each  instance. 
Otherwise  all  samples  were  certified  by  the  Analyst  to  be  genuine  and 
"’’free  from  all  prohibited  preservatives  and  colouring  matter.

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SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  urban  area  and  licensed 
by  the  Council. 

'This  is  well  kept,  clean  and  in  a sanitary  condition. 

All  meat  is  inspected  and  stamped  according  to  the  Meat  Regulations, 
1963o  There  has  been  100/o  meat  inspection. 

Reciprocal  arrangements  are  also  made  for  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  of  Hiraethog  R.D.C.  to  inspect  meat  in  the  absence  of  the 
Council’s  Inspector  and  vice  versa. 

The  animals  are  slaughtered  and  inspected  between  8. 30  a.rn.  to 
6.00  p.m.  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays  and  Thursdays.  Slaughtering 
outside  these  times  is  notified  separately  by  the  butchers.  There  is 
no  Sunday  slaughtering.  There  is  good  co-operation  between  the 
butchers  and  the  Council  in  an  effort  to  keep  within  the  scheduled 
times  of  slaughtering. 

There  are  no  poultry  slaughtering  establishments  in  the  area. 

A general  oversight  inspection  of  poultry  is  kept  in  the  shops.

CAMPING

There  are  five  caravan  sites  licensed  within  the  Urban  District 
consisting  of  thirty  seven  caravans.  The  sites  are  served  with  mains 
water  and  septic  tanks  and  comply  with  the  regulations  in  force  in 
accordance  -with  the  Caravan  Act.
